3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to 
be  for  a single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a num- 
bered item  in  the  catalogue.

seized  by  a Gendarme  fired  a Pistol  into  his  mouth,  but  did  not  wound 
himself  mortally.  At  this  instant  a Sans-culotte  who  had  mixed  with  the 
victors  approached  him,  and  uttered  these  remarkable  & sublime  words, 
“There  is  then  a Supreme  Being  Roberspierre”.
